5. Claims 3, 6-8, 10, 17, and 45-54 are allowed.

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to 
warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 3, 
none of the prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed information 
system specifically including, as the distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other 
limitations the claimed "optical scanning device detects light which is diffracted by the 
holographic element before it impinges on the eye, and does not enter the eye." 

7. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 1 7, none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed information system specifically including, as the 
distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other limitations the claimed "holographic 
element comprises at least one optical marking, whose light reflection characteristics can be used 
by the information system by means of a photodetector for calibrating a projection angle of at 
least one of the optical projection device and a light guiding device." 

8. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 46, none of the prior art cither alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed information system specifically including, as the 
distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other limitations the claimed "optical projection 
device which projects light into the eye via the holographic element." 

9. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 5 1 , none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed information system specifically including, as the 
distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other limitations the claimed "holographic 
element diffracts wavelengths of the projected light." 
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10. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 54, none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed information system specifically including, as the 
distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other limitations the claimed "diffraction 
corresponds to a reflection on a respective conical surface which is rotationally symmetrical 
about the axis of rotation of the ellipsoid and is perpendicular with respect to the ellipsoid at the 
site of the diffraction."
